The earliest of the article of 
the author appeared in Museum 
Notes, in 1952, where a copper 
coin of Kiurke Curopalatus is 
discussed. Some other articles 
like "A Classification of the 
Coins of the 4rtaxiad Dynasty 
of Armenia," and "Medieval Ar- 
menian Coins" (mostly on the 
coins of Cilician Armenia), 
have been out of print for a 
long time. His first major 
book, the Coinage of Cilician 
Armenia, published by the Amer- 
ican Numismatic Society in 
1962, and his latest book, the 
Coinage of the Artaxiad Dynasty 
of Armenia, published by the 
Royal Numismatic Society in 
1978, have become standard 
reference works.

With the present volume the Ar- 
menian Numismatic Society pays 
a tribute to a universally res- 
pected Armenian numismatist 

who for thirty years worked 
untiringly for Armenian numis- 
matics. His lectures, exhibits, 
articles, and books on the 
coinage of “rmenia are indirect- 
ly responsible for saving thou- 
sands of coins from being 
melted for their silver content 
and gaining international re- 
cognition. Bedoukian truly can 
be called the Architect of Ar- 
menian numismatics as Fr. Au.

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The numismatic collection of 
Grigor Mazlumian has been carried 
as a present to the State Museum 
of Armenian History. Quantitavely, 
it was formed of 800 gold, silver, 
copper coins and also one signet 
ring with Armenian inscription. 
The coins are attributed to the 
Romans (Imperial period), the 
Artaxiads (Tigranes II), Kiurke, 
the kings of Cilician Armenia 
(Levon I, Hetoum-Zabel, Levon II, 
Hetoum II, Oshin, Levon IV, Guy, 
Gosdantin III, Levon the Usurver, 
Gosdantin IV, Levon V), and the 
Shah Armans of Mesopotamia. The 
Signet ring was made during the 
thirteenth or fourteenth century.
